Edward Crosby , former trustee of 
Rushville township , has been ex oner­ 
ated. 
He was vindicated by the grand 
jury , which 
adjourned 
about six 
o’clock last evening, and returned a 
statem ent that not enough evidence 
could be found to p rove him guilty 
of that which he was charged. In its 
rep ort the grand jury stated that all 
of the evidence that had been intro­ 
duced by the State had been heard 
and not sufficient evidence could he 
found to w arrant the return of an 
indictment against the foim er trus­ 
tee. 
The grand jury asks that the 
court release Mr! Crosby from his 
bond of $2000 which lie was comp ell­ 
ed to give when first charged with 
the alleged criminal action by the 
field ex aminers of the State Board 
of Accounts, who ex amined his ac­ 
counts 'here. 
The Crosby case has been a much- 
mooted one here since it was an ­ 
nounced, first through the Indiana­ 
p olis p ap ers, that the form er trustee 
had been found short in his accounts 
by field ex aminers, Charles W. Sut­ 
ton and Edward P. Brennan, to the 
amount of ap p rox imately eight’thous­ 
and dollars. 
The ex amination d rag ­ 
ged in all of the alleged charges they 
could p ossibly make and then ad¡;cd 
a few others that they did 'not find. 
The suit was allowed to drag for a 
time and when the State saw that it 
wa> foiled in filing charges again-t 
•the former trustee by the statute <>f 
limitations, they filed two criminal 
charges in m ay or’s court. 
The two 
suits were for amounts not to ex ­ 
ceed four hundred dollars which was 
all that could be trump ed up by wa v 
of a criminal action against the foi- 
mor trustee. 
The case was tried be­ 
fore May or Black and all of the evi­ 
dence introduced. 
John C. Cheney , 
of Shelbvville. 
then 
p rosecutor of 
this district, acting for 
the State. 
May or Black decided that the evi­ 
dence was sufficient to bind Mr. Cros. 
b'v over to the grand jury which lie 
did, on a bond of $1000 in ea *h oa-c. 
Besides the criminal action a 
ivil 
action wa« r taken against the former 
trustee. 
Even though the field ex am ­ 


i n e r s were able to find only an eight 
thousand dollar shortage, the State 
filed a suit against M>\ Crosby and 
his bondsmen for fifteen thousand 
dollars, which is something lik» seven 
thousand dollars 
more » than they 
charged that he was short in town­ 
ship funds. 
That suit still remains 
on the circuit court docket and will 
not be heard this term. 
The action 
of the grand jury only erases the 
criminal action that was filed against 
him. 


The rep ort of the grand jury is 
as follows: 
“ Sítate of Indiana vs. Edw ard Crosby . 
We, the members of the grand qury . 
having heard all of teh evidence in 
trod need by the State in the above 
entitled cause, say that 
we believe 
there is not sufficient 
evidence to 
w arrant the return of an indictment 
against the above named defendant 
and ask the court to release the de­ 
fendant from-his bond.”

The story ' o f the p assing of the s a ­ 
loon regulative ordinance Thursoay 
night by ' the city council is one of 
comp romise through and 
through. 
The meeting was a stormy one, each 
councilman objecting to certain &ee. 
tions which he thought should not be 
in The measure. 
Before the council went into a dis­ 
cussion as a committee as a whole, 
Councilman George Moore s*aid there 
were some p arts that would have to 
be changed if he voted for it. 
Then 
when the p ublic was 
barred each 
member gave vent to 
his 
op inions. 
Edw ard Kelly objected to that sec­ 
tion which would confine the saloons 
to the business district 
only . 
All 
kinds of argument could not change 
his mind and he remained firm. Coun- 
cilmen Moore and Ne who u se came t o 
Kelly ’s assistance and 
kep t 
this 
clause from p assing. 


The ordinance was drafted by City 
Attorney Howard B arrett on su g g e s­ 
tions from the ordinance committee 
of which Moore. Norris and Parsons 
are members. 


Another p a rt that was changed 
was the barring of a back door. 
Dr. 
Parsons seemed to be the only mem­ 
ber in favor of such a clause. 
An­ 
other section taken out was that one

Fire of unknown origin destroy ed 
the imp lement store and blacksmith 
shop of Thomas N. Tinder at F a l­ 
mouth early ' this morning a t a total 
loss of ap p rox imately three thousand 
dollars. 
The fire broke out right in 
the center of the town and fo r a time 
it seemed imminent that 
Falmouth 
would be destroy ed. 
The theory was 
first advanced that y eggmen had been 
attemp ting to rob the Falmouth bank 
which is nearby and had fired the 
building while stealing tools to use to 
break into the bank building. 
Later 
in the day that theory was tabooed, 
but the cause of the fire can not be 
determined. 
Mrs. Newton Jeffries, wife of Prof. 
Jeffries, who lives just across 
the 
street from the Tinder 
store 
was 
awakened this morning 
about 
two 
o’clock and discovered the fire in the 
building. 
that time the 
whole 
building was in flames and it was 
seen that it was useless to attem p t to 
save it. 
The alarm was sounded and 
most every resident of the town con­ 
tributed to the work of the 
bucket 
brigade in attemp ting to 
save the 
building and its contents. 
F o r a time it seemed very likely 
that the whole town 
would be de- 
stroy ed. 
The Tinder shop is located 
right in the center of the community 
and is near several other buildings. 
The building in which the W right ba r­ 
ber shop and hotel is located was in 
grave danger much of the time and it 
was feared until the flames were ex ­ 
tinguished that the structure might 
catch fire since it is large and old, 
and a 
veritable fire 
trap . 
Other 
buildings in the immediate 
vicinity 
were in danger and it was not until 
the fire had been p ut out that the 
p eop le of the town felt relieved. Men, 
women and children valiantly assist­ 
ed in fighting the flames. 
Every old 
bucket and 
recep tacle that 
would 
hold water was p ut into use. 
Practically the 
whole 
stock of 
farming imp lements, toolsjnackinery , 
and in fact, most of the contents of 
the Tinder shop , were destroy ed. 
A 
few tools were saved as were some 
farming imp lements. 
But few things 
escap ed being slightly burned. 
Mr. 
Tinder estimates 
that the 
loss in 
stock is about $2,500, while he valued 
the building at about $500. 
All of 
the 
fire 
fighters, 
even 
though they took great risks, escap ed 
serious injury with the ex cep tion of 
Ernest Jeffries, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Newton Jeffries. 
His 
hands were 
badly burned when lie attemp ted to 
p ull a land roller out of the burning 
building. 


When 'a sledge hammer, brace and 
bit and a cold chisel from the Tinder 
store were found near the back step s 
to the bank building, the story T was 
immediately started 
that 
y eggmen 
had attemp ted to rob the bank, and 
that, in breaking 
into the 
Tinder 
shop do get tools to use in entering 
the bank, they had set it on fire. The 
fro n t window to the shop was found 
op en which made the theory stronger. 
Fred Lightfoot o f the Falmouth bank 
said this afternoon that he thought 
no attem p t at 
robbery 
had 
been 
made.

Reciprocity the Only Work for 


Special Session. 


Au gu sta, Ga., March 11.—President 
Taft does not ex pect the Six ty -second 
congress at the special session which 
he has called for April 4, to tak e u p 
any im portant legislation ex cept the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement. 
The 
president made that appear in his 
speech before the Sou thern Commer­ 
cial congress at Atlanta. 
He believ es 
that a m ajority of the new congress 
will fav or reciprocity , and he think s 
that it will be passed regardless of 
party lines. 
If the special session of the Six ty - 
second congress attem pts to u nder­ 
tak e a general rev ision of the tariff, 
or if it tries to rev ise schedu les of the 
Pay ne-Aldrich law withou t su fficient 
scientific data, the president most lik e­ 
ly will ex ercise his power of v eto. 
If 
an attem pt is made to saddle a rev i­ 
sion of the tariff or a rev ision of a 
few im portant schedu les lik e the cot­ 
ton and woolen schedu les on the Ca­ 
nadian agreem ent bill, the president 
j 
wou ld hav e the same inclination to 
register ex ecu tiv e disapprov al. He ex ­ 
pects the tariff hoard to hav e enou gh 
information 
from all parts of the 
world u pon which to base a scientific 
rev ision in the woolen schedu les at 
least by Dec. 1. 
Until that informa­ 
tion is ready he will look with disfav or 
u pon attem pts made to change it. 
There is reason to believ e that the 
president has been assu red that he 
will not be compelled to mak e u se of 
the v eto.

posed, is given by B. W. Douglass, 
state 
entomologist. 
Mr. 
Douglass 
says: 
“I want to warn the people of the 
state against fake tree doctors. The 
present demand for tree spraying has 
caused a (number ’of quack sprayers 
to spring up and they seem 
to 
be 
flourishing on the ignorance of the 
public. 
Some time ago I found one 
of these quacks that was spraying 
trees 
with a 
‘secret* 
preparation 
which he stated contained, lime, sul­ 
phur, salt and seventeen other ingre­ 
dients. 
“Of course, the fellow was a faker, 
hut T was surprised to learn that he 
is still spraying with the same “mix­ 
ture’ after having been exposed. The 
only spray solution that 
we advise 
for the control of the scale insects is 
the standard lime and sulphur solu­ 
tion made by boiling 
fifty 
pounds 
each of lime and sulphur in 150 gal­ 
lons of water for 
about one hour. 
This solution will kill any scale in­ 
sect that it touches. 
Practical!v the 
same solution can he had in concen­ 
trated form, hut not all concentrated 
solutions are good. 
“Whenever possible we are glad to 
send an inspector to examine the ma­ 
terials used by tree 
sprayers 
and 
when any property owner has cause 
to believe that he is not getting the 
right kind of materials we suggest 
that he make a report to the office.”

The annual weather summary for In­ 
diana for 1910, issued yesterday by 
\ erne II. Church, section director of 
the Weather Bureau, 
shows 
that, 
with the exception of several notice­ 
able periods, climatic conditions var­ 
ied hut little with the conditions of 
preceding years. 
A radical depart­ 
ure from usual early spring weather, 
when a warm period 
caused 
plant 
life to be more than two weeks in ad­ 
vance of the normal, is duscussed at 
length. 
The period was followed by 
exceptionally cool weather until the 
middle of June. 
The remainder of 
the year was normal. The mean tem­ 
perature, as recorded at sixty sta­ 
tions, was two degrees below zero, 
the average of previous years, while 
the precipitation was 
deficien.

The mean temperature for 
the year was 51.9 degrees and the 
mean precipitation was 37.55 inches. 
There were 150 clear, 99 partly 
cloudy and 116 cloudy days during 
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the year. The prevailing wind of the 
year was southwest. 
Lower 
temperature 
than 
usual 
were recorded in Jaunary, February, 
April, May, June, September, Novem­ 
ber and December, while March, April 
and October were wanner than usual 
and July was-rtotrmal. Heavy rains in 
July caused part of the State through 
the flooding of lowlands. In some lo­ 
calities crops were almost destroyed, 
some live stock was drowned 
and 
railroad bridges 
and 
grades 
were 
■washed away. 
Thunderstorms were 
frequent during the summer months, 
but less damage was reported from 
lightnigh than in former years. 
The 
greatest and most 
numerous losses 
from that cause were reported from 
the south-central part of the State. 
Several maps of Indiana showing the 
conditions in different parts of the 
State accompany the report.

ten minu tes of twelv e or ten o’elock 
when he arriv ed at the Sprag u e home 
on th at ev entfu l nig ht, ju st as he tes­ 
tified in direct ex amination. Mr. Cox 
insisted on say ing ten minu tes after 
twelv e in repeating the same qu es­ 
tion sev eral tu nes, bu t Noble wou ld 
not be mix ed and stu ck to his first 
statement. 
The 
attorney also a t­ 
tempted to rattle him 
with askinp 
him if he did not leav e his coat and 
hat in the sitting room, bu t Noble 
insistedH hat he 
left 
them in the 
kitchen as he first stated. 
The de­ 
fendant’s attorney s finally objected 
with some heat to Mr. Cox asking the 
same qu estion 
repeatedly 
and the 
cou rt 
su stained 
their 
objection*. 
Mr. Cox also tried with little g ain 
to mix the witness on the natu re of 
the w arrant here and in 
Decatu r 
cou nty . 
He attem pted to bring ou t 
that witness knew v ery well what he 
was being tried for here, bu t that he 
did not know when he pleaded g u ilty 
in Decatu r cou nty . Noble was finally 
allowed to leav e the stand with noth­ 
ing being g ained by the State in the 
cross ex amination. 
Before leav ing the stand the de­ 
fense asked Noble if Sprag u e was 
n-ot away from (home mu ch. 
Noble 
replied that he was. ex plaining that 
he traded and bou g ht and sold cattle 
mu ch which necessitated his absence 
from home. 
A fter hav ing been on the stand for 
almost an hou r last ev ening Noble 
was ag ain called on to testify in di­ 
rect ex amination this morning , when 
eou f^ opened. His story as he told it 
this morning in answer to the qu es­ 
tions is briefly as follows: 
“That nig ht after the mu rder had 
been discov ered. I lay down behind 
the stov e and slept for a few minu tes. 
T took Gu s Log an ou t and showed 
him my tracks where I had ru n ov er 
to Webb's to wake them u p. Yes. it 
was cold and chilly that morning . 
I 
nev er noticed that I was not dressed 
u ntil it was almost day lig ht. 
P a t­ 
terson took me to 
Greensbu rg that 
morning and told me that it wou ld all 
blow ov er in a day or two. 
After I 
was in jail he said that he wou ld g et 
me an attorney . I told him I did not 
need an attorney becau se I had not 
done any thing . 
Tu rner and Tremain 
came to the jail and asked me if I h« ad 
any money . 
T told them not mu ch. 
“Yes, the corom er took my state­ 
ment in the presence of a 
woman, 


Tremain, Patterson and Bru ee abou t 
three o’clock Monday afternoon. 
I 
was taken to Indianapolis that ev en­ 
ing becau se Patterson told me they 
mig ht mob me. 
I told hinTI was not 
afraid. I did not tell him I wou ld tell 
him all abou t the mu rder when I g ot 
there. 
Yes, Bru ce came to see me 
the nex t morning in jail and I told 
him the same story . 
“Pattersoncam e that a f ternoon 'and 
told me to confess to the crime. I told 
him I cou ld not say I done it whem 
I did not 
He said he wou ld let me 
off with not more tihan eig ht and pos­ 
sibly as little as one y ear and ma. be 
on only a six months sentence, if 1 
wou ld say I did it. 
He asked me a 
dozen times to confess and told me 
that I wou ld g et off easy before 1 
sig ned the confession. Yes, I thou g ht 
Patterson was my friend and th a t’s 
the reason I sig ned the confession. 
Patterson wrote the confession on a 
paper on the ledg e of a window and 
I did nu t dictate it. Before he left he 
told me not to talk to any one and to 
stay with what I had confessed. 
“The day before the trial P atter­ 
son came to see me in the Marion 
cou nty jail. 
He said then that they 
had enou g h ev idence down there to 
send me to hell. Yes, Patterson g av e 
me candy and chewing g u m sev eral 
times and told me as many tinu *s that 
he was my friend. In the cou rt room, 
after I had pleaded g u ilty $nd the 
ju ry was ou t, Patterson brou g ht two 
men, whom he said were newspaper 
men, ov er to me and asked me to tell 
them how lie had treated me. One of 
them was Caskey , who testified y es­ 
terday . 
I told them that I 
thou g ht 
Patterson was my friend. 
I pleaded 
g u ilty and thou g ht 
that 
Patterson

“Yes, I knew first that Patterson 
had not kept his promise that nig ht 
after he had taken me back to the 
Marion cou nty jail. 
I read in the 
News that the ju ry had tried me for 
my life. 
I sent for my half-brother, 
Frank Hag er, at once and asked him 
to g et an attorney for me. 
He g ot 
Mr. Scofield and 'another man who g ot 
the chang e of v enu e for me.” 
The attorney by asking qu estions 
brou g ht ou t the cou rt 
transaction 
here when Noble pleaded not g u ilty 
and thiv t he was a poor man and u n­ 
able to pay attorney s’ 
fees.

checks introdu cedv in the case before 
were brou g ht in by the defense and 
ex hibited to the ju ry to prov e Noble’ 
assertion that Sprag u e nearly alv v ay 
paid him by cheek. 
Noble testified 
that Sprag u e once went* on his note 
for him to bu y a $95 bu g g y . 
Tie said 
he u sed it one 
season and 
that 
Sprag u e took it off his hands for 
what he paid for it. 
The feeling be­ 
tween employ er and hired hand wa> 
alway s the best, according to Noble’s 
statement and that he nev er had any 
motiv e for killing Albert Sprag u e. 
The romance in which Noble am 
Fred Whipple were riv als 
for the 
hand of Miss Carrie Wiley , wras re­ 
v iv ed when Noble detailed the inci­ 
dent, when he said, Whipple carried a, 
false messag e to him from Miss W i­ 
ley , telling him not to call on her. No­ 
ble testified that he did not drop an 
empty shell ou t of his pocket in the 
barnv ard on the nig ht of the mu rder

straig ht at the ju ry ou t of his pale 
blu e ey es. 
Noble nev er as mu ch as 
flinched, he was not defiant, y et he 
seemed su re of himself and of that of 
which he was speak ing . Noble prac­ 
tically rehearsed the story in answer­ 
ing the q u estions pu t by his attor­ 
ney s.
